All Japanese officers in Germany and Italy’ 
have been recalled,

The new Governor of Macao is Senhor

Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, C.B., who was 
to have left Shanghai for Hongkong on the 
7th inst., was ordered to postpone his departure 
at the last moment on account of the uncertain 
outlock of the political situation. 


The Peace Bureau at Berne has drafted a 
memorandum in support of the petition of the 
Powers calling on them, under the Hague Con- 
vention, to offer Russia and Japan their ser- 
vices with a view to a paaceful settlement of 
their difficulties. 


As the result of the recent looting by 
Chinese of one of the camps on the Canton- 
Fatshan railway, work on that particular 
section of the line is still practically at a 
standstill. Scarcity of tools impedes progress. 
On the other secticns too, it is reported, there is 
not so much headway being made as could ba 
desired by the promoters. 


We learn that a serious outbreak of fire 
occurred on Wednesday at Macao, causing 
damage to property to an estimated extent of 
$100,000. The conflagration took place in 
Rua Nova d'El Rei. How it originated does 
not transpire. The flames rapidly spread from 
house to house and despite the efforts of the 
Fire Brigade no less than 60 houses were 
ultimately gutted. Damage is partly covered 
by insurance. 


According to information from official sources 
in 8S. Petersburg, the Russian reply to Japan, 
which was presented on the 6th in«t., is “ most 
conciliatory ; some of the Japanese proposals are 
accepted and others are wade the subjeot of 
extended observations and met by counter pro- 
posals.” Telegrams from 8. Petersburg mention 
the holding of a Grand Council, presided over by 
the Tsar, at which several Grand-Dukes, M. dea 
Witte, and the leading Ministers were present.

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THE NORTHERN CRISIS.

(Daily Press, 6th January.) 

“The Japanese Government regards the 
situation as practically amounting to a state 
of war.” This is the. alarming conclusion 
which our Kobe correspondent draws from 
the notification issued yesterday by the War 
Department at Tokyo, prohibiting the news- 
papers from publishing the movements of 
troops or anything calculated to disclose 
atrategical plans, And indeed it is hardly 
possible to draw aoy other conclusion from 
this ominous step. Compared. with such 
action on’ the-part of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, news of a pacific nature arriving from 
8. Petersburg or from Paris and Berlin, 
inspired by 8. Petersburg, counts but little. 
We have before spoken of the unwisdim of 
trusting- much in the peaceful prophecies 
which have their origin in the Russian capi- 
tal. It was only too obviously to Russia’s 
interest to persuade the nations, most of 
them readily credulous, that she desired 
only peace. As long as Tokyo remained 

" hopeful, prospects were fair; when doubts 
succeeded, there was ground for fear ; and 
now it must be admitted that the “cloud in 
the East” looks terribly dark. A rather 
significant departmental change in Japan is 
to be noted in a telegram from Tokyo to the 
North-China Daily Newe on the 29:h Decem- 
ber, which stated that an amendment issued 
from the Imperial Military Hea:lquarters 
places the Naval Department on an equal 
footing with the General Staff, which 
hitherto had precedence. It is interesting 


in this connection to mention that we have 
just been enabled to see an opinion on the 
‘ position in the North at the end of last year 
by an authority (neither Japanese, Russian. 
or British, we may mention) well competent 
and in a position to gather the atate of affairs.

' The Japanese Navy, however, was anxious

As friends of Japan we must hope that, if

Next there is the possibility 
of Weihaiwei being the destivation ; but 250 
men would be an entirely inadequate num- 
ber for Weihaiwei were there a need to 
garrison the place. Newchwang being ice- 
bound, it is not likely that a demonstration 
there will be attempted, especially as this 
would be an evtreme step unless something 
very serious had occurred, of which we have 
no intimation. The favourite theory is that 
the Stherwoods are bound for Peking. But 
why? The Legation garrison at Peking is 
ample, there ure reinforcements within easy 
reach, and no particular danger is known to 
threaten the Chinese capital or the European 
residents in it. -If we must venture a guess, 
it must be that the possibility of having to 
protect the British Legation at Seoul is con- 
templated. If troubles break out immed- 
iately or in the near future, Corea is the 
assured scene of the first outbreak, and 
there is no guarantee of the safety of foreign 
residents in that country amid the zomplica- 
tions which must ocecr. [Since writing 
this we see from a telegram in Worth- 
Chiua Daily News that one hundred U.S. 
inarines lave been landed at Seoul, where the 
Government is in a panic.] If we are right 
in our guess, the Humber will no doubt pro- 
ceed to Weihaiwei first, hut’ not with tbe 
view that the Sherwood Foresters shall 
stop there in garrison for long. It must be 
confessed, however, that the secret of the 
past week's navaland military movements re- 
inaigs one locked up in the hearts of the 
high naval and military autho?ities. All 
that outsiders cau know is that great pre- 
parations have been going on in Hongkong, 
which are undoubtedly connected with the 
mvyements at home such as those announced 
in RevTer’s telegrams published in to-day’s 
issue, by wLich it appears that’ the British 
Admiralty is acting with extraordinary 
vigour. Not only, morcoyer, is the Ad- 
miralty busy, but the rest of England is 
decidedly stirred. What are we to make 
of the 120 British Reservists, with ten 
officers, leaving, amid enthusiasm and cheers, 
for Genoa to man the two newly-purchased 
Japanese cruisers, which are to sail for the 
Far East soon and require men to 
navigate them hither? This is an in- 
dication of fecling which we can hardly 
helieve will pass unnoticed by Russia. 
The strength of the pro-Japanese feeling is 
plainly growing daily, and the advocacy of 
active assistance bas been carried on for 
some time in more than one London journal. 
For ourselves we can only repeat what we 
have said before, that we think the best 
preservative of peace would be a strong 
show of determination on the part of Great 
Britain, and also, if possible, of the United 
States. With regard to the latter, a repre- 
sentation has already been made to the 
House of Represeutatives favouring the 
establishment of U.S. Consulates at Moukden 
and Antung, which China has promised the 
United States to throw open. Were Britain 
now to bring vigorous pressure to bear upon 
Core: to bave the required ports opened to 
commerce, the effect could but be beneficial 
on the situation. The presence of a few 
British warships in Corean waters and the 
possibility of a Legation guar! at Seoul 
would be all that is required.. And herein,

nothing tom gain in Corea. Only Corea 
closed, and in Russian hands, means the 
extinction of all but Russian influence in 
North-east Asia. Britons have every. reason 
to wish to see Japanese aspirations in Corea 
fulfilled, even did they extend so far as to 
include the absorption of Corea by Jap.n. 
But we do not believe that Japan desires 
the conquest of Corea. Th: Tokyo corres- 
pondent of the Zimes, in an_article which 
appeared last month, summed up the posi- 
tion thue :—* Certainly the earnest wish of 
“Japan is to maintain a strictly correct 
“ attitude in the sight of the world. She is 
“‘ determined that Corea shall! not fall into 
“ foreign hands, but she would fain attain 
“that end by recourse solely to the most 
“ highly-civilised weapons of modern in- 
“ fluence—railways, telegraphs, commerce,

to us a thoroughly sound estimate of 
the situation. But, as the Times correspon- 
dent adds, the danger is that events may 
prove too strong for Japan.

The rich Upper Yang- 
teze regions, he continued, above all others 
in China afford the greatest opportunity for 
the development of British commerce, but it 
is only by studying the problems of communi 

cation and distribution that th's extensive 
field can be opened up to British trade. Our 
London evening contemporary the Globe, 
which always takes a keen interest in 
Chinese affairs, commenting on Colonel 
Manrroup’s remarka, insists that “there

Novertheloss with Russia, bein 
an open enemy and not an assum 
friend, reconciliation has never seemed 
impossible, could a ground for agreement 
be discovered. Lately, as the ally of France, 
Russia must still more claim our considerae 
tion. But her unceasing aggression in 
regions where we are vitally interested, if it 
gues on unchecked, precludes any drawing. _ 
together. Speaking for ourselves, in spite 
of our constant opposition to Russia, we 
should be perfectly willing to reciprocate 
the wishes of the Novy Krai, did we see a 
prospect of change in Russia’s policy of 
unscrupulous greed and of abandonment of 
her generally barbarous“‘methods. But do- 
nations reform thus, save in enormous 
periods of time? Did Russia begin to act 
up to her professions, we ‘might almost 
believe so in her case. 


THE CURRENCY QUESTION.

(Daily Press, sth January.) ~ - 

It will be noted from Reurse’s telegram 
of the 3rd instant that the Mexican Mone- . 
tary Commission has reported in favour of 
a gradual adoption by Mexico of a gold 


standard. This Commission is the one 
which, in company with a Commission from 
the United States, pid a visit to the princi- 
pal capitals of Europe and discussed with 
the representatives of the various countries 
the world’s currency question. The report 
to the Mexican Government, which will nu 
doubt adopt its recommandations, is the 
first-fruits of the joint tour,and begins what 
we may hope is the last chapter but one in 
the history of the monetary standards of 
the world. The last chapter, needless per- 
haps to say, will begin with the adoption by 
China of a gold standard and the consequent 
universal recognition of the one metal. When. 
Mexico has joined the majority, practically'- . 
only China and Hongkong will be left out-_,- 
side. By the wisdom of our rulers at.homej * 
this Coluuy is ¢ondemnea to wait upon 
China. China’s present position is as — 
follows. By Article II. of the Mackay 
treaty of 1902, it is provided that “China - 
agrees to take the necessary steps to provide. 
for au uniform national coinage which shall’ : 
be legal tender in payment of ull‘dutiés, 
taxes, and other obligations throughout: th 
Empire by British as well as Chinese sub-- 
jects.” But, in spite of this, we: know 

no definite step having been taken to bring 
about this necessary reform. : Sir Rongrt.:) 


Hanr, Inspector-General of the Imperial - 
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Maritime Customs, has indeed recommended 
a scheme to the Government, which we 
reproduced in these pages some time ago; 
“but there has been no indication that 
Peking has looked favourably upon it. An 
uniform silver currency will not do away 
with Chinn's monetary troubles, though its 
-adoption will be a move in the right direc- 
tion, The absurdities of exchange between 
phe various provinces will cease, but the 
tollar will not cease to respond to the rise 
and fall in the price of silver and the otber 
smaller factors which contribute to the 
instability of the dollar. It is something 
gained that the Chinese Government has 
had the .currency question presented to its 
eyes, and it is to be hoped that the latest 
development in Mexico will be duly 
impressed on China by onts‘de alvisers. 
Undoubtedly it is a most important develop- 
ment that the great silver-producing country 
of the world should contemplate “-going 
gold.” No less than four-fifths of the 
whole area of Mexico (which is over eight 
times the size of Great Britain, it must be 
remembered) are mining districts, and 
45 per cent. of Mexican exports consist of 
silver and gold. The latest figures to which 
we have access give the silver production of 
Mexico as 45,641,000 ounces. The best 
idea of the importance to Mexico of silver 
might be obtained, had we any means of 
computing how many Mexican dollars are in 
circulation in the Par East; but the task 
would. be too stupendous, even though the 
receptive countries are now cut down to 
China—and Hongkong. The fact that the 
Commission of experts appointed by Mexico 
thinks fit to advise the gradual conversion 
of their country to the side of the gold- 
standard states, though the minting of dollars 
is of course no small profit to Mexico, shows 
how convinced they are that stable currency 
tends to the benefit of the whole world. 
This being so, and their opinion being 
‘shared by all the great nations, the 
question remains, when is China coming 
into line ?—a question to which the bulk of 
the residents in Hongkong above all other 
would like to kuow the answer. 


THE RAILWAY AND THE 
i SABBATH. 


(Daily Press, 4th January.) 

We publish to-day in our correspondence 
columns a protest forwarded to us from 
Canton by the Missionary Conference, in 
which the signatories express their “ un- 
feigned regret and deep disapproval” of 
the recent opening of the Canton-Fatshan 
branch railway lineonaSundnay. We glad- 
ly accede to the request of the Conference 
- to publish the protest, but at the sume time 
wa cannot refrain from saying that the ob- 
jection seems to us @ little unreasonable. 
In the first place, we are not aware that the 
Canton-Hankow Railway is a Christian 
enterprise. Asa matter of fact, we know 
of no railway that is. Religion and rail- 
ways. are not even remotely connected. The 
organisers of this new railway are not build- 
ing it to further Christianity (we could not 
undertake to say whether they even wish to), 
but tomake money. They and their agents 
do n6t deserve unfriendly criticism for selec- 
ing.a day most convenient for them, and 
more particularly.for their guests. ‘! he only 
real objection that could be urged would be 
that their action hurt the susceptibilities of 
the people of Canton; the European re- 
Kidents, that is to say. But did it hurt 
them? Apparently a certain number of 
“missionaries were offended. One might be 
tempted cynically to say that it is their 
business to be 0:

ference speaks, in the protest, of a belit- 
tling of the teachings of Christianity in the 
minds of the Chinese. If the Chinese took 
the trouble to study the “ Sabbath" keep- 
ing of the foreigners who come out to this 
part of the world, they would certainly come 
to the conclusion that railway-opening is a 
very venfal offence compared with the mass 
of breaches of the dav made by their Christian 
visitors, The “Sabbath,” as a Sabbath, 
does not exist in the foreign settlements of 
China. It is true that most people do not 
go to their offices on that day. They may 
go out and kill birds, may golf or yacht or 
walk, may play bridge, or may “lie off,” as 
the expression runs; but whit percentage 
of them reflects on the question of Sabbath 
or no Sabbath? Such non-observance of 
the day should really give far more pain to 
these excellent missionaries than the formal 
opening of a railway. .Yo doubt the fact of 
its being a public ceremony directs .their 
disapproval publicly to it. But, as we have 
said, a railway is not Christian. Sunday 
was chos-n as being the only day on which 
some of the invite! guests could put in an 
appearance. The presence of representa- 
tives of the British and United States 
Governments is especially regretted by the 
Conference, These “ ignored the established 
practice and Christian sentiment of their 
home lands, and by their attendance at this 
function violated the sanctity of the Sabbath 
in a way which would not have been 
permitted in our home lands.”’ The latter 
part of the state ent may be challenged. 
Sunday banquets and formal excursions are 
certainly not unknown in England and 
America. We do not know that a railway 
has even been declared open in either 
country on a Sunday ; it certainly is not 
impossible. The absence of British and 
United States representatives would have 
been merely foolish and would in no way 
have advanced the Christian sentiment of 
the home lands of H.E. Mr. May or Mr. 
McWapve. We fear that the Missionary 
Conference is only beating the air in attack- 
ing this question. The signatories havea 
right to their honest convictions. But the 
problem which really confronts them is 
larger than one of formal opening of a 
railway ona Sunday. For instance, it might 
be looked on, in one aspect, as the question 
whether either the British or United States 
Government 7s Christian in the true sense 
of the word. Into this we do not propose 
to go here.

It teem also to be 
healthy enough, from the liftle one hears of 
illness. Even the time-honoured (and.once, we 
must suppose, fanny) joke about Christmas fare 
seems this year to glance off our robust forms 
like water off a duck’s back. The only man I 
have heard complain was not a Hongkong 
resident, but a visitor from another place. He 
said that his wife went to so many dances in 
one week that he, who did not dance, had to 
cultivate a perpetual thirst, the refreshment 
room being the only refuge from the hall-room. 
Of course in Hongkong we all dance. 


It is not only the foreign community that 
has been holiday-making at this s«ason of cheer 
and goodwill. There is one community from 
which all abstention f:om their avocation comes 
asa very great surprise—this more so when one 
thinks of their lost opportunities!

Rainbow was once upon atime the British 
cattle-steamer Norse King, trading between 
Liverpool, Antwerp, and New York.

!'HILIBPINES.®

: A BECORD OF PROGEESS. 

Shortly before the departure of Governor 
Taft from Manila he stated in an interview 
with the correspondent of the Daily Press, 
that, while he greatly regretted leaving the 
Philippine Islands end giviug up his part in 
the development of a system of government 
for so promising ao people, nevertheless the 
present’ occasion was the most favourable 
that could be selected for the separa- 
tion. He would prefer to remain chief 
executive of the new possessions, but 
President Roosevelt earnestly desired him to 
take oyer the duties of Secretary of War on the 
resignation of Mr. Root, and that settled 
the matter. The retiring Governor stated 
that never in the history of the archipelago had 
conditions been go favourable, The scheme of 
government had been pieced together in much 
haste, often under adverse conditions of 
insurrection, famine, and pestilence, and 
mistakes were inevitable; but during the last 
year splendid progress was visible in every 
branch. The rough corners had been trimmed 
awdy, obstacles of language and _ location 
had been partly overcome through the rapid 
establishment of efficient schools and the 
expenditure of liberal sums in ext nsive 
roadways. The people were coming into 
closer relationship with themselves and 
with the Government. The excellent judiciary, 
with courts in every province, presided over ty 
both American and Filipino judges, whose 
services were satisfactory in :he great majority 
of cases, was {ast teaching the people the dignity 
and justice of honestly administere’ law, and 
doing away with much of the corruption and 
prejudice which formerly attached to the court 
room. ‘The treatment of outlaws and ladrones 
as common criminals subject to ordinary Jaw, 
instead of making them the subjects of summary 
executions, did away with all chances for hero 
worship and would-be martyrs, and was most 
satjsfaetery. Many of ‘lie death sentences were 
imposed by Filipino judges. 

GENERAL PE\CE. 

Itcan safely bestated that there is general peace 
throughout tue archipelago, said the Governor, 
when questioned on this much-discussed subject. 
Of course there are small disturbances from 
time to time in isolated districts, but these are 
unimportant, easily controlled, and may be 
expected for some time in a country recently 
harassed by insurrection and agricultural de- 

| pression and peopled by widely varying races, 
who, in addition to other considerations, are 
being gradually discipline! under new laws, 
executed more or less by new and strange people. 

The constabulary has taken up the work done by 
the army so we'l that the roving bands of outlaws 
which infested the productive provinces and 
robbed and killed their industrious coun! rymen 
have been pretty thoroughl: cleaned up and 
hounded toafinish. Most of the leaders have been 
killed or captured, and many have been execnted 
after regalar trial before competent courts. 
For many months the fear of these Iadrones 
was so widespread, and with much reason, that 
the people refused to aid the authorities by 
giving information; but now dangerous 
characters or gangs of ladrones scarcely 
approach a town before m ‘ssengers aro sent to 
the nearest constabulary, army, or scout-post 
to give the alarm. Much is heard of 
late of the “ Moro qnestion,” bat with proper 
handling there is little to fear from the 
Moros. Special legislativn has been enacted 
for them, and with some modifications affairs 
will be well adjusted in the recently created 
Moro province, which at present is under the 
guidance of General Wood as governor. 

AGRICULTUBAL CONDITIONS, 

The wealth of the Philippines depends on 
agricultare, and this most imp rtant means of 
livelihood is slowly recovering from the unfor- 
tunate state into which it fell during the years 
of insurrection and pestilence. About cne-half 
a million dollars was spent by the Government 
in the purchase of rice, which was shipped to 
the snfferiog provinces and paid as wages for 
work on public roads and other improvements,

fight for the extermination of destructive locusts 
which ruined the crops of several provinces. 

_ During the year 1903 about $100,000 were 
spent in the purchase of cariboos for farming 
ost of this money went to Chine. 
‘he inoculation of the beasts has not been at- 
fended with a great measure of snocess and 
many die}, though the recent shipments have 
apparently been of better stock and more im- 
proved methods of inoculation have been em- 
ployed. Many imported cariboos are now 
working in the depleted districts and giving 
satisfaction. 

Large sums have been expended in the . 
survey and construction of new provincial roads - 
aad in repair of old ones, ‘! hese expenditures 
have been made from the three million relief 
fund a propriated by Congress. 

The hemp-crop of last year was the greatest 
in the history of the Philippines, uearly one 
million bales being produced, and the Govern- 
ment is making efforts with the growers and 
shippers to improve the quality. 

The sugar-crop was very large, bat the 
reduction in the market price has handivapped 
producers and subjected them to the danger 
of heavy losses, The samé may bs said of the 
tobacco-crop, and the action of Japan, China, 
and Java in i creasing the import.duties hag 
further hampered the industries. Unless 
Congress gives aid by redocing the tariff to 
twenty-five per cent, of the Dingley tariff, the 
farmers of the islands will be threatened with 
ery heavy losses,and in matty cases with absoluted | 
destruction. ‘T'he Governor promises to do his 
best to inflneucay Washington in favour of 
reduced duties on phgur and tobacco. 

INSULAR REVENUES, 

The income has been running a trifle low, 
the statistics showing a falling off of $120,000, 
probably due to the provincial poverty largely 
caused by locusts and rioderpest. 

A tariff revision board, appointed from the 
merchants of Manila, has been in session for 
some weeks, studying th» subject carefully and 
listening to the opinions sod complaints of 
many business men who have appeared before it. 
The work of the board will be largely con- 
cerncd in correcting the inconsistencies and 
discrepancies of the present tariff and in making 
recommendations for the guidance of the 
Commission. . 

If no further action is taken the American 
coustwise law will apply in tbe Philippines 
after next July. This would work great ‘hard- 
ship and be a very serious matter for the 
islands, to say nothing of the many old firms 
doing business in the archipelago, The Com- 
mis:ion is of the opinion that the present 
condition of affai:s should continue: for some 
time longer uot] trade conditions have im- 
proved and water transportation is on a better 
basis. Anything which willtend to reducing trade 
and increasing rates would be as serious a menace 
to the progress of the Philippines as an iu- 
terference with the arterial system of the human 
body.

In conclusion the Governor said that the 
greatest needs of the Philippines were a little 
prosperity and a few quiet fair seasons together 
with a reduction of the tariff to twenty-five or 
better, fifteen per cent. This would show that 
the people of the United States want to and 
intend to help to bring the islands into clorer 
relationship, thus ding up a great trade, 

_ oreating new markets, new wants, and new life.

hese The: flowers are very conspicuous, being 
right yellow in colour and more than an inch 
across, The species is a native of the hilly parts 
of Indis, and it has also been found in China at 
Ichang and Chungking. It has been in oul- 
tivation in England since 799. 

Jasminum azoricum, a sweet-scented, white 
flowered species, is ayood winter bloomer, and 
several specimens of it may be found io 
various parts of the gardens, The individual 
flowers are more than an inch in diameter, 
aud as they are produc very _plenti- 
fully_towards the ends of the branches they 
make a fine show. 
ent bush of some 4 or 5ft. high, and was intro- 
duced into England from Madeira in 1724. 

A plant having a very curiously-shaped flat 
inflorescence and bearing the name Combre- 
tum Loflingi may be seen in the shrubbery 
in the statue plot. The flowers are in great 
numbers and are conspicuous by their yellow- 
coloured stamens. The species is a native of 
Brazil, and in Hongkong it forms a scandent 
shrub about 3ft. high. 

A free-flowering Hongkong shrub, Justicic 
Adhatoda, is now in flower, anda specimen 

lanted on“the bank inmmediately below the 
bandstand looks particularly well. The flowers 
are in spikes on the upper axils of the leaves, 
and are white, with the exception of a purple 
marking on the inside of the lower lip of the 
corolla. This plant has been known to cultiva- 
tion in England for more than 200 years, as it 
was introduced into that country from Ceylon 
in 1699. It is found also in India and Malays.

SOKUNPO VALLEY. >| 
One of the prettiest of Hongkong’s man 

pretty valleys is the valley of Sokunpo. . It" 
also one of the most secluded.. Lying: midway 
between Happy Valley and Causewsy Bay, - 
the place should be well known’ to many who 
traverse Caroline Road. Yet duch is not the 
case by any means. Travellers passing by on 
foot er in ricksha permit thelr gaze to feast. 
on the artificial beauties of the Ewo demesne 
and its fine old trees with never a thought for- 
the lovely valley that lies hidden :‘on the 
other hand behind an unpromising exterior, 
The entrance to Sokunpo is not conspicnous. ~ 
eo the side ofa vegetable garden boasting 
a pool of water resembling a horse-pond rung 
a narrow pathway. Following this, one dives 
immediately into a fine avenue of trees, mostly 
camphor-wood, and soon emerges into the open 
with hills on every side, clad from baze to crest 
with firs of greenest hue, grey boulders frowt- 
ing out here.and there upon the valley and- 
lending wildness to the view. For the 
world the spectator could imagine himself in 
Killarney or far north Inverness, so similar 
is the sty) of scenery. In this little isolated 
strath one feels apart from all the world. 
Huge hawks float about the hill-tops, too, 
ighland semblance 
to Sokunpo, In the midst of this silent valley . 
one feels not the least surprised to find a Chinese 
“city of the dead.” It seems so appropriate 
‘n the place. In the early morning, when 
tue sun ripens the aspect of the valley 
into a kind of mellowness such as only 
sunsets are supposed to give, the Chinese funeral 
train may on occasion be encountered, flanked 
by musicians who draw from their instruments 
dirges both weird and pathetic as they wend 
their way tothe grave. Farther on there nestles 
amid a cluster of trees a lazy farmhouse whose 
occupants stay their several labours to gaze 
open-eyed at the unaccustomed stranger, while” 
the barnyard fowls flutter into the undergrowth 
the pigs gallop off with protesting gruuts. an 
the inevitable dog barks defiince for a space, 
then ‘curries up the hill to a sife distance.

The opposite hillsides are tarraced and 
verdant, rising to grim eminences that, in this 
narrow dale appear higher than they really are.

Canton has been going through another 
epidemic of fires.

It has since transpired that tho store 
was set fire to, as firs broke ont in two 
places, which were connected by a train 
of kerosene. The fire was soon got under 
with the aid of the Shameen fir -brigade ; 
but it was found that a good deal of damage 
had been done. Thé suspected parties, em- 
ployees of the firm, have been handad over 
to the charge of the Namhoi magistrate. 
It may not be generally known that when 
thizves or house-breakers are canght red-handed, 
they have short shrift’ with the crowd. The 

atfong, or headman of the street, and his 
colleagues often take the law into their own 
hands, asd the offender is either strung up 
to the nearest lamp-post. or drowned by the 
infuriat-d populace,~ This might hare been 
the fate of the orl on Tuesday night, 
had they not made themselves scarce, but 
lynch-law prevails more particularly in the 
country districts, the towns being well provided 
with police.

NOTED BRIGAND CAPTURED. 
= Canton, 7th January. 

A sensational capture was effected last week 
at Shui-bin, not far from Fatshan. For some 
time Ao Chan, a robber chisf, has been 
terrorising the neighb:urheod. ‘This man was 
head over 3.000 roboers, and his power was 
almost unlimited: in the district unti! the 
arrival of the present Viceroy. He levied toll 
on all boats passing up and down the river, 
and raised blackmail (of the old-fashioned 
Scots type) on the villagers, thus combiving 
the occupations of pirate and b i ia All 
boats refusing to pay toll were pillaged, and 
the crews not unofrequently murdered, while 
robberies were committed with impunity on 
land. 

At last the -tate of affairs became so bad 
that large rewards were offered for his person. 
These were lately increaged, until they reached 
the enormous total of $20,000 for his head, and 
$25.0 0 if he were tekea alive. About ten 
days ago a regiment was sent out to capture 
him, his hiding-place huving been betraved 
by ao informer. A fierce fight, lastin 
fifteen hours, ensued, aud finally, after severa 
men had been killed, Ao was captured with 
sevencompanions. The fortunate official in com- 
mand af the troops, a Colonel Li, will take half 
of the prize-moyjey, te remainder being 
shared by the so‘diers, On Tuesday morning 
Ao Chan end four of the others were behaa*ed ; 
the remaining three men are still under examina- 
tion. This affair is the talk of the town at. pre- 
sent, and many travellers and merchants are 
breathing more easily at their deliverance from 
a bloodthirsty and powerfal brigand It seems

17th December, 
RUSSIAN PAP<RS ON JAPAN. 

As I remarked in my last letter, the Rassian 
papers are devoting a good deal of uttention at 
present to Japan, not only political papers like 
the Rusky Viedomosti (which is now publishiog 
a series of fine articles on Japan by the foremost 
of wussian jonrnalists), but even comic and 
society papers, The well-edited Niva has, in 
one of its last issues, a short, moderate account 
of the present trouble with Japan, accom- 
panied by good photographs of Geueral 
Katsura, Minister President, and of General 
Kodama, “Commander-in-Chief of the Jap.- 
nese army,” these photographs being taken 
specially, it is stated, for the Niva. ; 

The Slreknoza (Dragon-flag) devotes the front 
page of its issue for the 2nd November toa 
coloured picture of a cook wearing the cap of a 
Japanese soldier and labelled ‘‘ Japan.” Corea 
is repr-s2nted as a hen sitting on an egg, but 
Russia does not seem to come into the picture, 
whi-h saams to me to be rather pointless, The 
o ok is represented as in the:act of crowing, and 
below the picture is the motto Peremyena budet 
(“there will be a change"), and a short poem on

If 
ope pays a good teacher he generally wants to 
get value for his money, and accordingly works. 
UF course there are two sides to this question 
of language-learning, and I can well understand 
tha; jsome. Russians—shop-assistants and other 
inoffensive persons—must suffer torments 
listening to foreigners murdering thoir beauti- 
pag fr and committing, with a smiling 
faoe, all kinds of grammatical atrocities. 

FOREIGN MERCHANTS IN SIBERIA AND 
MANCHURIA. 

It is surprising to what an extent the 
Amerivans tai got hold of the trade in 
Eastern Siberia and Manchuria, although this 
surprise will probably lessen gradually. What 

ill make it lessen will be the disappearance 
of the. Americans, one by one. The American 
Trading Company has olosed its branches here 
and in Viadivostock, and I suppose by-and-bye 
only one American firm will be left—indeed 
I am not sure but that only one is left now. 
Thus will be closed that chapter of Siberian 
history which fells of American enterprise 
exerted in the opening up of the country. 

A very interesting volume could, by the way, 
be made out of the experiences of American 
merchants in Siberia from the days of the old 
Russian-American Company until the present 
time. During the first attack on Petropavlotsk 
in 1854 by an Anglo-French squadron, two 
American residents of that town gave important 
information about the land approaches to 
Petropavlofsk to the English, who did not, 
however, profit much from it; and on the 
occasion ef the second attack in the following 

ear the allied fleet found that allthe Russians 

d oleared out and that the American flag was 
the only one flying in the town. 

In spite of the rapidity with which the Ameri 
caus here generally learn the Russian language 
and of all the talk about the “traditional friend- 
ship,” it cannot be denied that the action of the 
two American residents of Petropavlofsk is 
typical of the feelings of Americans in the Ras 
sian Far East. They feel that they are in the 
same boat as the English, and that the Itussians 
are rather afraid of their commercial ability, so 
that the sight of the Union Jack is almost as 
welcome to them therefore from a commercial 
point of view as that of Old Glory itself.

The Germans, I think, take the foremost 
lace among the foreign residents both as 
Hajateta and in the extent of their commercial 
operations. The proximity of the German and 


Slavonic races in place and in blood and the |: 


well known enterprise of the Germans explain 
this ; but, while Russia certainly gains by the 
exertions of these Germans, it is not quite 
certain that the Fatherland itself benefits, for 
Germans seem to become Russified in Russia 
almost as quickly as they are Anglicised in 
England. The firm of Messrs, Kunst and 
Albers, the great bankers aud storekeepers 
of- Eastern — Siberia, whose s.lendid 
prenises are among the most prominent 
featares of Vladivostock, Habarovak, Port 
Arthur, and even Moukden, seem to be 
gradually becoming Russian, for one of their 
partners is -a naturalised Russian and others 
connected with the firm seem, for business 
reasons (the right to buy land being one 
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of them), to be gradually following-the same 
path; while the number of German names 
one meets wilhhere among patriotic Russians, 
some of whom do uot spefk a word of German, 
is a proof that Germany is giving good men to 
Russia as wellasto Hoagland and Amerios. For 
you generally find these men with German names 
at the top of the tree, At the head of the Navy 
you find Vice-Admirals Stark and Stackelberg ; 
at the head of the Army Staff you find Gene 
Pflug. Germans seem to leavyen the whole 
mass of the populatiun in this part of the world, 
as is shown by the extent to which the 
German language is spoken. 
cent. of the Russians seem to spyak it more or 
less, aad one is constantly finding it come in 
handy in the most unexpected quarters. I 
ouce had ano interesting conversation, for 
instance, with a private soldier who, being a 
Lett, spoke German—bu: a strange German it 
was—Monat (month) being pronounced as if 
written Monheté and various other old forms 
being used. 

On my way to Port Arthur from Corea some 
time ago, I met a Garman who belonged to the 
German colony on the Volga, which numbers 
nearly half a million people, aud of which the 
members are dzscanded from immigraots who 
went to that region in the eighteenth century 
in response to the invitation of the Empress 
Catherine, It seems that this colony was 
promised the perpetual right of self-goveru- 
ment, complete religious liberty, and freedom 
fof liability to military servioe, but that, of 
late years, these privileges have bean one by on: 
withdrawa. The members of thia colony are 
still, however, more Garman than Russian, 
remaining in language, in religion, in their 
domestic habits and social customs, the same as 
when they first came to Russia over a century 
ago. They still wear the old German costume, 
they are closely shaved, and in many respects 


form an indigestible morsel like the French, 


settlers in Canada. 

This is an exceptional case, however, for tha 
Germans seem as a rule to adapt themselves 
quickly to Russian ways 1 am afraid, how- 
ever, that until the process of adaptation is oom- 
pleted, they are cordially hated by the common 
people. A Russian was once prosecuted for 
assault. ‘“ Why, he called me a German, your 
Worship,” said the defendant, whereupon the 
judg dismissed the case, holding that such pro- 
vocation was intolerable. 

This degree of dislike, very surprising when 
met with in the kindly- hearted Russian peasant, 
in put down, I believe, to the effect of the ope-

‘he SECRETARY read the notice calling the 
meoting. ai 
The PRESIDENT said—Gentlemen,—I have 
much pleasure in stating to you that after a few 
months’ existence the company is in a most 
satisfactory condition. As is usual with all 
new enterprises, we have eucountered many 
obstacles that were unexpected, yet most of the 
difficulties have been overcome, and notwith- 
standing the depression in financial circles, and 
the scarcity of money in South China, the 
majority of our shares have already been 
subscribed. Payments, while slow, have 
come in as required, and no subscriber 
“has failed to respond when called upon. Ten 
~ thousand shares ($100,000) were sent to Shang- 
hai, the purchaser asking for sixty days’ time, 
which was granted. Later the same party asked 
for an option on ten thousand additional shares 
at par, which was refused, asit was not considered 
wise to dispose of so large an amount at par.

On the29th ult, in H. B. M.’s Supreme Conrt, | 
Shanghai, Sir H. 8S. Wilkinson, Chief Justice, 
delivered judgment in the suit instituted by the 
Imperial Chinese Government as owners of the 
Chinese cruiser Wong Tai (or Quangtat) against 

*the owners of the British Royal Mail steamer 

_ Empress of India, the Canadian Pacific Railway 

* «Company, for damages by a collision on the 
‘night of the 17th August last, off the coast of 
China between the Lamocks and Breaker Point. 
The reading of the finding took three-quarters 
of an hour and occupies four anda half of the 
long columns of the N.-C, Daily News. We 
only give therefore a summary of the earlier 
part of the judgment (in brackets), together 
with the concluding paragtaphs in full, both 
faken from the excellent report of our Shanghai 
contemporary. 

{His Lordghip first ruled that the vessels 
came within the rule that any vessel overtaking 
another shall get out of the way of the other, 
and that the burden of proof was on the defen- 
dants to show 3n excuse for the collision. This 
burden the defendants had endeavoured to 
discharge by alleging that the mail steamer 
would have passed the cruiser at a distance of 

bout a quarter of a mile had not the cruiser 

starboarded her helm in order to get out of the 
way of a junk, which was slightly on her (the 
eruiser’s) port bow. This statement was put at 
isgue by the plaintiffs and the evidence was very 
conflicting. The naval assessors were, however, 
clearly of opinion that the cruiser did not star- 
board, and after carefully considéring their 
reasons and the evidence his Lordship concurred 
This conclusion was supported by the plans put 
. in and also by the record of time, from which his 
Lordship deduced that thecollision could not have 
occurred in the way suggested by tue defendants, 
and that the distance between the two vessels 
at the time the cruiser was alleged to have star- 
boarded must have been considerably less than 
‘those on the Empress of India supposed. The- 
evidence in regard to the junk was analysed 
closely aud the assessors came to the conclusion 
that-there was no junk at all, but that what was 
-geen from the Empress was the loom of the fore 
part of the oruiser with the topmast housed. 
As to the widening out of the stern light of the 
cruiser on the mail steamer’s starboard, which 
was another argument in favour of the theory 
that the cruiser had starboarded, the Court held 
that the first widening out to one point was 


explained by the two vessels being on parallel or 
almost parallel courses, while, as to the second 
widening, its cause was that the mail steamer was |- 
overhauling the cruiser on a course that was con- 
verging with that of the cruiser, the two vessely 
being much ne rer than was realised on the mail 
steamer. The statement entered in the 
Empress's log-book by a passenger represented 
in the Court’s opinion what would presept itself 
to a spectator in the overtaking.vessel when she 
arrived in the position he described with regard 
to the overtaken vessel, the two vessels being on 
convergent courses. It was, however, no proof ; 
that the Wongtai starboarded.] 

The finding then went on :— : 

In the case of an overtaking steamer, it would 
appear to be quite sufficient to show that she 
did not keep out of the way, even if no specific 
fault could be shown on the part of the over- 
taking steamer. Butin this case I find that

was that there was only the officer of the watch 
to keep a look-out on%he movements of the 
cruiser, and it was all the more incumbent on 
him that he was hauling in his own vessel more 
closely to the course of the cruiser. I am 
satisfied after the most careful consideration 
that. he did not keep a good look-out, and that 
the collision took place in consequence. 

’ The alteration of the course is similar to that 
which formed the subject of the judgment in 
the case of the Seaton (9 P.D.I) and which was 
there held not tobe justifiable. Butif a good 
look-ont had been kept the effect of the 
alteration would have been seen in time to 
prevent the collision, It is suggested by the 
assessors that the failure to keep a good look-out 
on the part of the officer of the watch may be 
partly accounted for by his attention being 
taken up with getting the ship steadied on 
her course and his eyes being fixed on the 
compass for some time at least. With that, 
however, the cruiser is not concerned. 

I have assumed throughout that the parts 
of each vessel which first came into contact 
was the bluff of the port bow of the cruiser 
and the starboard side of the mail steamer 
forward. That is what was first seen by the 
commander of the mail steamer. : The 
assessors are of opinion, and I quite agree 
that the collision could not 
have taken place as stated in the pre- 
liminary act of the cruiser, that is, the 
mail steamer’s. starboard bow striking the 
cruiser’s port-quarter. In the preliminary 
act of the mail steamer the parts of each 
vessel which first came in contact are the 
cruiser's bowsprit striking the starboard side 
of the mail steamer near the forecastle head. 
The commandér’ of the mail steamer did not see 
the bowsprit strike, but there was damage done 
which it was supposed must have been done in 
that way. If it were material it might be 
necessary . to, consider carefully the evidence 
But itis not 
material. The statement of the cruiser in the 
preliminary act that the parts which first came 
in contact were the mail steamer’s starboard bow 
and the cruiser's port quarter is under the 
circumstances of more importance. Counsel 
argued thatif itis found not to be oorrect 
the doctrine of secundum allegata et probata 
would apply. Butathe cruiser has alleged 
and proved the infringement of Article 24 of 
the regulations, and patting aside all the 
rest of their allegations that, according to 
the judgment of tha&Privy Council in the 
Hochung and the wing (7 App. Cas. 
512), would entitle the owners of the 
cruiser to recover. But counsel further argued 
that the evidence given on behalf of the oruiser 
in favour of this allegation went to show that 
the other evidence given by the same witnesses 
was also untrustworthy. But I thiok it right 
to say that the witnesses from the crniser 
appeared to me to give their evidence truthfully, 
and the assesgors are of the same opinion. The 
witnesses did not all agree as to the parts which 
first came in contact, and judging from the 
respective positions in which they were it 
appeared to me that they might very well have 
been under the impression that the vessels struck 
where they said they did. Their evidence taken 
with the evidence of the commander of the mail 
steamer leaves a doubt whether the injury near 
the. break of the forecastle may not have been 
cagsed by one of the davits of the cruiser before 
ye hulls of the vessels came in contact, and 

hether the angle at which they were to one 
another at*that time may not have been caused 
by the bow wave of the mail steamer catching 
the stern of.;the cruiser, and swinging it 
round. But ‘it is not. necessary to pursue 
that enquiry farther. Suffice it to say that 
having considered with the a sessors the 
differences in the statements of the wit- 
nesses ou this and other points which were 
relied on by counsel as discrepancies I have 
come to the conclusion that these are for the 
most part accounted for by the different posi- 
tions in which they were placed, and that there 
is no resson to doubt their bond-fides. 

I have referred to the death of the comman- 
jer of the oruizer. I was sorry to hear the sag- 
gestion that he went down deliberately with the 
ship. After hearing the explicit evidence of the 
guonery-lioutensut who was slongside of the 
commander when the cruiser ‘went down, the 
suggestion to my mind was clearly disproved 


[es 
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and I regret that Mr. Davis, who had been officer 
of the watch on the mail steamer at-the ‘time 
of the collision, and afterwards in-charge of one 
of the rescue boats, and with whom the suggestion 
appears to have originated, was on his examina- 
tion asked to state his opinion after the evidence 
of the gunnery-lieutenant had been given. - 

I find then that the mai) steamer was in fault, 
and that the cruiser is. not ‘precluded by anything 
in the pleadings from recovering against the 
mail steamer. 

But it was argued that assuming the case to 
be as stated by the cruiser, the cruiser ought to 
have done something to avoid the collision, that 
she ought to have ported. But counsel have 
already cited the judgment in the Court of 
Appeal in the case of the Saragossa (68 L. T. 
400) showing how strictly the overtaken ship 
is held not to deviate to one side or the other 
so asto embarrass the overtaking ship, which is 
to have the choice of passing on either side, 
The cruiser was right in holding on until it 
became clear that the collision would not be 
avoided by the action of the maibsteamer alone, 
and I am of opinion that the cruiser could not 
then by porting have avoided the collision. 

I find then that the mail steamer, the 
Empress of Indid, is alone to blame, and there 
will be the usual decree against the owners 
for damages and costs, and the usual reference, 
to the Registrar and merchants.

It appears that he was 
denounced tothe Throne by Viceroy Yuan 
Shi-kai ov ing to the discovery of certain irre- 
gularities with regard to the mines, ont of 
which he is alleged toijave pocketed no less than 
two million taels. 


The Japan Mail writes:—Insurgents have 
again made their appearance in Core:. They 
call themselves “ Tong-hak "—or the Stndents 
of the East—but rumour says that they are 
no hing more than uohappy acd middle-class 
subjects driven to despair by the” exactions of 
the tar-collector.

Meanwhile a stéady trade is doing with 
the River markets, as evidenced by the really 
satisfactory clearances for. the time Xe the year. 
Advices from Manchester are naturally very 
strong, but in spite of the high prices prevailing 
a fair amount of business seem practicable. Cotton 
continues on the upward grade, as re: the 
American staple at all events, to-day’s quotation 
coming 7.06d., but Egyptian is lower at 8,%d. 
It is vere improbable that ‘buying to any extent 
can be indulged in for this market, though there 
are certain goods that have an established demand 
and must be bought whatever the price, nevers 
theless it seems almost incredible that the trade 
can go on when prices for some cloths have 
advanced as much as two shillings in a few weeks ! 
The present crisis in the Qotton industry is likely 
te have a very disastrous effect; on the American 
trade with this country, as 
practically given up the weaving of heavy cloths. 
At the end of October it was estimated that the 
total stock of Domestics in the. States was only 
25,000 bales of all kinds, but half of which were 
avaible for export. The advance since in’the 
staple has quite put a stop to the making of 
heavy Cloths, as at the present price of Cotton it 
cannot be done at any way near the equivalent of 
what the most sanguine could expect rates to rise 
to in this market. This will mean the stoppage 
of many mills, the looms in which are only adapt- 
ed for weaving coarse-yatn. At the sale to-day 
there was a firm tendency for cotton goods and 
prices improved, but not so for woollens. Although 
the direct Imports may account for some of the 
falling off they seem likely to do so in future to a 
much larger extent, as a determined offort is being 
made to establish that trade on a permanent . 
footing and with, apparently, great prospecta of 
aucceas. Home Manufacturers me g ‘not, ‘there- 
fore, run away with the idea that new outlets have 
been opened, for it is really.only “robbing Peter 
to pay Paul,” as every piece that goes direct means 
ao much leas needed for thia market, and it is a 
question for them to decide which to encourage.
